revenue la the stale. New York 
roaches Into her atnte treasury and 
takes approilmately ' »102,000.000 
yearly for distribution to her com- 
mon achools. The major sources of 
revenue poured Into her state treas- 
ury are: franchise, gross earnings 
ahd Income taxes on business cor- 
porations, transportation companies, 
utility companies, insurance com- 
panies, nnanclal and banking Institu- 
tions; personal Income taxes; motor 
vehicle license and motor fuel tax; 
mortgage registry tax etc. Now York 
maintains a level of $1500 yearly for 
each elementary school teaching 
unit and $1900 for each high school. 
Elxamples of numerous other states 
might be cited which would put to 
shame the efforts the state govern- 
ment In Illinois mnkea to maintain 
a standard program of education for 
our children. 

Many Shirk Responsibility 
The ugly truth la that many of our 
ableat citizens contribute in but 
email measure toward support of our 
Btato and local government. Illinois 
supplies 9 per cent of the number of 
people making Income tax returns 
to the federal government; yet these 
& per cent pay but 6.8 per cent of tho 
state and local taxes paid by all fed- 
oral Income tax payers reporting. Illi- 
nois cltUena who report federal In- 
come taxes pay 1.6 per cent of their 
net incomes for state and local taxea 
giving Illinois the rank of 46th among 
the state. The average In the U. S. 
is 2,45 per cent. 

How shall we reach the tax-paying 
ability of Illinois more effectively? 
A personal income tax with a liat 
rate possibly would be upheld now; 
and If so would be more eaultablo 
than our present general property 
tax or our more recent retail salea 
tax on tangible goods. Both of theao 
present forma of taxation are re- 
gresalve: that Is they hit the poor 
relatively harder than the wealthy 
—because the rich do' not schedule 
as large a proportion of their prop- 
erty with assessors and because they 
spend a much smaller proportion of 
their. Income at the retail stores. 

Moreover, wo should urge an In- 
come tax on corporations. Further- 
more, wo should by all means urge 
special legislation for taxing the sale 
ot grain futures upon tho Board of 
Trade. For the past eleven years 
the average yeariy aales of grain 
sold for future delivery In Chicago 
have been above 14,000.000,000 bush- 
els. A very modest rate of tax would 
realise many millions of dollars an- 
nually. 

In lieu of a personal Income tax 
with uniform rate as proposed above, 
there may be suggested a low flat- 
rate occupational tax on wage^arn- 
era, salarled-workera, and those on- 
gaged in profeaalona. 

Inatead of overburdening the al- 
ready oppreased property ownera, It 
IB up to those who are able to sup- 
port government to begin to shoul- 
der their duty and carry on like true 
I citizens.

Divide the paste 
Into two equal portions. JloU out 
one and line pto plate.

Bake 
In quick oven.

2 aquorca shaved chocolate

Affor three or four of these move 
ments. swish the brlxtles toward th« 
chewlnn surface of the tooth. On the 
lower teeth this will ho an upword 
movement; on the upper ones a down- 
ward action. Iteiieut these movements 
until both the Inshle and outside sui^ 
faces of every tooth have been 
reached. Finally, follow Hits entire 
procedure with n mouth wash, forcIoR 
It In and nrnund the teeth so that all 
tccumulntlons loosened by the brush 
wlU be remove<l. 

The chewlnp or grindlnp surface 
should never be brushed with n aweei>- 
lug mothm but with a scooping action, 
forcing the bristles In and out of the 
grooves. 

Two Warnings. 

There are two things to be definitely 
atoldwl— first, don't brush horltoutHl- 
ly, as this motion falls to clean the 
spaces between the teeth, pushes the 
gums awoy from the teeth and causes 
grooves to form at the neck* of the 
teeth. And. second, don't depend en 
tlrely on your dentifrice, use enough 
energy so that the bristles, besides 
cleaning the leetli, will also massage 
the gums.

THE false boltof that matter la 
substance underlies the error of 
hoarding Those who accept thla 
false concept are afraid to spend the 
money they have tor fear they will 
not get more. During times whoa 
thero has no* been much money la 
active circulation, people have In 
some Instances resorted to barterlns. 
Tho farmer wbu had potatoes, if bo 
needed su^ar, took his potatoes to a 
grocer, who gave him sugar In ex- 
change; and thus one individual sup- 
plied another's need und in turn 
found bin own need supplied. 

Christian Science <*oveals that Ood* 
divine Love, Is tho only substanco. 
Our part, then, In true exchange la 
the Gxpreasioo of lovo iu helpful sbrv- 
Ice. When we render helpful service 
to another wo are certain to receive 
good in exchange.

not inMl.st ymt their children eat 
ennuKh of the tooth-building foodi, 
Mirh as milk, fruits, vegetables and 
:hewy foiMls. It also means that par- 
ents do not train their children to 
bru^h their teeth thoroughly and fre- 
quenlly. 

Value of Parents' Example. 
It Is not enough for parents to tell 
their children to brush their teeth nnd 
enl Ilie right foods. They must also 
see that their children act on the di- 
rection!! given them. One very pruc- 
tlcol way for the pnrenla to do this 
Is In set them a g-,iid example hy giv- 
ing their own teeth good care, Includ- 
mg frequent dental c.\amimitlims. The 
parents must work with the schools 
and oilier health agencies in soelnfi 
that tlie rlilldrrn establiPh nnd prac- 
tice the proper health hiibltn. 

Of course tlie school dental examl- 
nation In ItHfif does nothing to im- 
priive the condition o' the child's 
•-pcth. The value of the examination 
lies In calling the condition to the ai- 
tfuthm of the parents so that thei 
will have the child's teeth cared) for. 
Also— the reexamination Is a means 
of showing whether the dental condi- 
tions lire improving or gmiing worne. 
Possibly the moat Ituportant function 
of thetse school-sponsored examina- 
tions Is the object lesson which they 
present to the parents. They eropha 
size the value of having children's 
te*?!h examined regularly.

Peach Desserts 



WOULDN'T you give a quar. 
ter for a dessert like the 
following which coats really 
only twenty-four cents nnd serves 
four people? 

Peach Shortcake tcith Whipped 
Cream: Sift together one cup 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow* 
dcr, one tablespoon sugar and one- 
half teaspoon salt, and cut In two 
and a half tablespoons shortening. 
Add three-eighths cup diluted 
evaporated milk, pat or roll out, 
and cut in eight rounds. Put two 
rounds together with melted but- 
ter between. Hake about twelve 
minutes In a hot oven (-ISO de* 
grees). Split open and put be- 
tween and on top the contents of 
a 1-pound can of sliced peaches 
which have been gently stewed 
for a few minutes with two table- 
spoons sugar and one-fourth tea- 
spoon cinnamon, then cooled to 
luke warm. Top with one-third 
cup whipped cream.

Peach Cobbler: Drain the con- 
tents of four No. 3 cans of sliced 
peaches (or one No. 10 and one 
Ko. 21^ can), and lay them in the 
bottom of a large flat baking pan. 
Mix together one and one-half 
cups sugar and six tableapoons 
flour, then add the peach syrup, 
stirring until smooth. Pour over 
the p«!achcs, dot with three* 
fou.Mis cup butter (or a butter 
substitute}* and place the pan In 
oven while preparing the crust. 

Sift together one and a halt 
quarts flour, one tablespoon salt 
and one-half tablespoon baking 
powder, and cut In one and a halt 
cups shortening. Mix with enough 
cold water to make of the con- 
sistency to roll. Roll not quite so 
thin OS for plo crust, cut to fit top 
of pan, and make several slits In 
top tor escape of steam. Remove 
peaches from oven, lay crust on 
top, and return to oven (400 de- 
grees ) for from twenty-flve to 
thirty minutes. Serve warm with 
cream or with hard sauco. Serves 
fifty.*
